July 10.—An involun- 
tary petition. in bankruptcy was filed 
in the United States court here today 
by creditors of the Perkins Manufac- 
turing Company, one of the largest 
lumber manufacturing concerns in 
Georgia. George E. ‘Teale and John P. 
Mutlherin have been named receivers. 
It is stated that indorsements by this 
company of the notes of the Perkins 
Lumber Company, of Savannah and 
Hagan, Ga., precipitated the present 
action in bankruptcy, 

The creditors asking that the con- 
cern be placed in the hands of re- 
ceivers were the American Glue Com- 
pany of Boaston; Wm. Watterall and 
Company of Camden, N. J., and Wolf 
and Company, of Philadelphia. 

The assets of the concern in the 
past have been in the neighborhood 
of $450,000 it is understood, and o0? 
that $200,000, approximately, consists 
of the real estate and plant in Au- 
gusta. The liabilities are estimated 
at $350,000. 

The plant will not be closed and 
to be operated by the receivers until 
the matter is finally disposed of in the 
bankruptcy court.
